terest. 

According te the French report, the 
Germans, their railway lines -having 
been damaged by allied airmen, have 
brought up reinforcements by motor 
cars. These have ben met by the con- 
centrated fire of the French artillery. 
In fact, the artillery is becoming more 
and more the determining factor in the 
war. 

Around Ypres the Germans, before 
launching their attacks, which have 
been delivered on successive days, thor- 
oughly searched the ground with heavy 
“and light guns, subjecting the British 
to a bombardment such as they them- 
selves received at Neuve Chapelle. Of- 
ficers and men who have escaped from 
it say that the trenches %ere utterly de- 
gtroyed and the ground churned up by 
the shells.

QUEENSTOWN, May 11.—The bodies 
of sixteen victims of the Lusitania dis- 
aster were brought in today on the 
Dutch tug which went out yesterday 
afternoon to, search about the spot 
where the. Lusitania was sunk. A 
small group of people formed a reverent 
guard about the gangway over which 
the rough seamen tenderly carried the 
sad cargo they’ had brought., A pale, 
weeping Sister of Mercy was among the 
waiting through. There ‘were ‘soldiers 
and saiors and a few who traveed! to 
Queenstown to ook for reatives and who 
momentariy ganced upon the faces of 
the dead as they were brought up from 


the ship. 

Three women were borne out, fally 
clad—one elderly, with gray hair; an- 
other upon. whose left hand was @ wed- 
ding ring, and a third, who was young 
und wore’ no rings. There were two 
other women and nine men. One wore 
his wedding ring and across his waist- 
coat there was a heavy gold watch 
chain. Afterward three sailors followed 
quickly, each bearing a child in his arms 
—two little girls, ‘with straight, sea 
washed hair, and a little lad, whose fait 
hair still clung in short curls about his 
face.

The mother lost her 
life, but the father has been located 
at a hotel in Ottawa. The baby was 
picked up from the water, but apparent- 
ly is suffering no ill-effects. number 
of the survivors recognized the infant, 
and remembered that the father had re- 
mained behind in Canada. An aunt of 
the infant, who is in England, will take 
charge of him.

Pany were that 144 bodies had been re- 
covered. this -number 65 have been 
identified as bodies of passengers and 22 
as bodies of the crew, making a total of 
87 identified dead and 57 unidentified. 
Of the surviving passengers 30 are re- 
ported as injured and of the crew 17 are 
injured.

SYRACUSE, N. Y., May 11.—Colonel 
Theodore’ Roosevelt announced today 
what action, in his opinion, this coun- 
try should take toward Germany be- 


cause of the sinking of the Lusitania. 
Colonel Roosevelt earnestly said that 
the time for deliberation was past, and 
that within twenty-four hours this 





eountry could and should take effect- 
ive action .by-deelaring that all com- 
merce with Germany forthwith be for- 
bidden and that all commerce of every 
kind permitted and encouraged with 
France,*England, and “ the rest of the 
éivinzed world.” 

Colonel Roosevelt said that for 
America to take this step would not 
mean war, as the firm assertion of 
our rights could not be so. construed, 
but he added that we would do well 
to’: remember that there were things 
worse than war. 

The Colonel has been reading Presi- 

dent Wilson’s speech carefully, and 
what seemed to impress him more than 
anything else was this passage from 
it: 
, “There ‘is such.a thing as a man 
being too proud to fight. There is such 
a thing as a nation being so right that 
it does not need to convince others by 
force that it is right.” 

Asked if he cared to make any com- 
ment upon the’speech of the President, 
Mr. Roosevelt said: 

“T think’ that China is entitled to 
draw ail the comfort she can from 
this statement, and it would be well 
for the United States to-ponder seri- 
ously what the-effect upon China has 
been of managing ‘her foreign affairs 
during the last fiftéen years on the 
theory thus enunciated. 

China’s Position. 

“If the United States is satisfied 
with occupying some time in the fut- 
ure. the precise: international position 
that China ,now occupies, then the 
Uristed States can Aatlsrd t6 BF Sh this 
theory. But it cannot act on this the- 
ory if it desires to retain or regain 
the .position. won for it by the men 
who fought under Washington and by 
the men who, in the days of Abraham 
Lincoln, wore the blue under Grant 
and the gray under Lee.

A number of American ships had 
already been torpedoed in similar 
fashion., In one case ‘the lives lost 
included those not only of the 
American Captain’ but of his -wife 
and little daughter. When_ the 
Lusitania sank some twelve hun- 
dred non-combatants, men, women, 
and children, were drowned, and~ 
more than a hundred of these were 
Americans. Centuries have passed 
since any war vessel of a civilized 

ower has shown. -such. ruthless 

rutality toward non-combatants, 
and especially~toward women and 
children. The pirates of the Bar- 
bary Coast behaved at times in 
similar fashion, until the civilized 
nations, joined in suppressing them; 
and the pirates who were outcasts 
from among these civilized nations 
also at one time perpetrated similar 
deeds, until they were. sunk or 
hung. But none of these old-time 
pirates committed murder on s0 
vast a scale as in the case of the 
Lusitania.

Our treaties with Prussia in 1785, 
1799, and 1828, still in force in this 
regard, provide that “if one of the

~ gerent powers shall. not be inter- 
rupted.” Germany has treated this 
treaty as she has treated other 
“scraps of paper.’ 

But the offense goes far deeper 
than this. The action of the Ger- 
man submarines in the cases cited 
can be justified only by. a plea 
Which would likéwise justify the 
wholesale poisoning of wells in the 
path of a hostile army or the ship- 
ping of infected rags into the cities 
of a hostile country; a plea which 
would justify. the torture of pris-. 
oners and the reduction of captured 
women to the slavery of concu- 
binage. Those who advance such 
a plea will accept but one counter 
plea—strength, the strength and 
courage of the just man armed. 

When those who guide the mili-: 
tary policy of a State hold up ot 
the soldiers of their army, t 
“ Huns,” and the terror once ‘caused 
by the Huns, for their imitation, 
they thereby render themselves re- 
sponsible for any Hunnish deed 
which may. follow. The destruc- 
tion of. cities like - uvain and 
Dinant, the stientific vivisection of 
Belgium as a- warning to other 
nations, the hideous wrongdoing to 
civilians, men, women, and children 
in Belgium’ and Northern France, 
in order thereby to #érrorize the 
civilian population—all these deeds, 
and those like them, done on_ the 
land, have now ‘been paralleled by 
what has happened on the sea. 

In the teeth of these things, we 
earn as a nation measureless scorn 
and contempt if we follow the lead 
of those who exalt peace above 
righteousness, if we heed the voices 
of those feeble folk who bleat to 
high Heaven that there is peace 
when there is no peaceé.,For many 
months our’: Government has - pre- 
‘served between right and wrong a 

‘neutrality” ‘which would have 
excited the emulous admiration of 
Pontius Pilate—the  arch-typical 
neutral of all time. We have urged 
as a justification for failing to do. 
our duty in Mexico that to do so 
would benefit “ American dollars.” 
Are we now to change faces and 
advance the supreme interest of 

American dollars” as a justifica- 
tion for continuance in the refusal 
to do the duty imposed on us in 
connection with the world war? 

Unless we act with immediate 
decision and vigor we shall ‘have 
failed in the duty demanded by 
humanity at large and demanded 
even more clearly by -the. self- 
respect of the American Republic.

WASHINGTON, May 11.—Ambassador 
Page has sent to the State Department 
the complete sworn statement of Ralph 
'. Smith, formerly ‘chief officer of ‘the 
American: steamship Gulflight, which 
was damaged by an explosion, believed 
to have been the result of a torpedo at- 
tack by a German submarine early last 
week off the Scilly Islands. Secretary 
Bryan tonight made public the text of 
Chief Officer Smith's statement without 
comment. 

Literally interpreted, the statement 
fails to show whether the Gulflight was 
destroyed by a torpedo, a mine, or an 
internal explosion. . 

Chief Officer. Smith ‘says that the 
second officer of the Gulflight, while 
that vessel was traveling under convoy 
of two British patrol boats, saw a sub- 
marine ahead twenty-eight minutes be- 
fore the explosion. This submarine was 
moving at. right angles across the 
Gulflight’s course, and was seen for 
about five minutes before sheh sub- 
merged right ahead of the Gulflight. 
Twenty-three minutes after the subma- 
rine submerged an explosion took place 
on the starboard bow of the Gulflight. 

The Gulflight was traveling at eight 
knots, ‘which eans that she covered 
about three iles from the time the 
submarine sank until the explosion. The 
submarine was not seen a second time. 

The statement says the Captain of 
the Gulflight remarked that the sub- 
marine must have been a British boat, 
“as the patrols took no notice of it,’ 
but the first officer’s statement de- 
clares that he himself could see the 
submarine, but could not “ distinguish 
or see any flag flying on her.’’ 

The inference generaly drawn from 
the ‘statement is that the Gulflight was 
torpedoed. But there were some who 
insisted tonight that his statement did 
not constitute proof that the American 
vessel had been torpedoed. Those who 
took this priten argued that the great 
amount: of water which the explosion 
threw into the air might have been 
caused by a mine rather than by a tor- 
pedo, 

The Sworn Statement. 

Following is the sworn statement of 
Ralph E. Smith, formerly chief officer, 
now master of the steamship Gulflight: 

‘“‘T am Ralph E. Smith, now master of 
the steamship Gulflight. At the com- 
mencement of the voyage I was chief 
officer. The ship left port at Port 
Arthur on the 10th day. of April, 1915, 
about 4 P. M.; laden with a tank cargo 
of gasoline and wooden barrels of lubri- 
cating oil. The voyage was uneventful. 

hen about half way across the 
Atlantic the wireless operator told me 
there was a British cruiser in our vicin- 
ity and that he had heard messages 
from this ship the whole time since leav- 
ing Port Arthur, but she made no di- 
rect communication with, or to our ship.

by Marshall—-Other Proposals.

Roosevelt and his counsel, to prove that 

“William Barnes was in a corrupt al- 
liahce between corupt business and cor- 
fupt politics. 

~Justice Andrews ruled out of the 
record all the testimony relating to the 
printing situation in Albany, except tnat 
get forth ‘in the. Bayne. Investigating 
Committee!s report, and none of it will 
be allowed to go to the jury as showing 
justification of the alléged libel, It was 
the hardest blow the Colonel has re- 
ceived during the trial, and his counsel 
haG to fall back upon the Justice’s. rul- 
ing that he would allow the jury to de- 
termine whether there was an improper 
combination between Mr. Barnes and 
Charles F. Murphy, leader of Tammany, 
for the election of a United States Sena- 
tor by the Legislature in 1911: 

With the printing testimony out of the 
way for good, William M. Ivins, counsel 
for Mr. Barnes, started right in to prove 
that no such combination existed, and 
before court adjourned for the day three 
of his leading witnesses were examined, 
cross-examined and allowed to go. They 
were Francis Lynde Stetson, William I’. 
Sheehan, and August Belmont. Only 
the testimény, of Mr, Stetson and Mr. 
Sheehan bore upon the Senatorial elec- 
tion, as Mr. Belmont was called to tell 
abcut conversations he had had with 
Mr. Roosevelt; while the latter was 
President, regarding the Agnew-Hart 
anti-race track legislation.

WESTMINSTER ABI ABBEY FAILS. 


Front Street Ship ghip Chandler Has, 
Outfitted Revolutions, 


Westminster Abbey, the man whose 
dingy warehouse at 61 Front Street 
has for nearly half'a century been a 
building of mystery on the’ waterfront 
of lower Manhattan, made an assign- 
ment yesterday in the Federal Dis- 
t¥ct Court to Maurice P. Davidson, a 
lawyer of 261 Broadway. Liabilities 
are $4,000, and the assets consist of 
supplies of old cannon, models of sail- 
ing ships, pistols, rigging, mackin- 
toshes so’westers, paint, groceries, old 
swords and a mixed’ assortment of 
junk from the riverfront, all of which 
are to be; auctioned off. 

Mr. Abbey: blamed the collapse of 
his business, which in the Gays pf 
sailing ships, arid later when South 
American revolutions were popular 
enjoyed a high degree of prosperity, 
to the work on the\new subway: The 
torn-up condition of the streets about 
Coentes Slip, he complained, had 
driven.customers away.

Political Feud * Behind- Giamari’s 
Murder to be Told in Court. 


; The story of the Second Assembly Dis- 
trict political feud between the adherents 
of ex-Sheriff Thomas F. Foley and 
Michael Rofrano, Deputy Street Clean- 
ing Commissioner, will be told tdday!

“WASHINGTON, May 11.—Stephen §, 
Gregoty, President of the American Bar 
Association, before _ the . Industrial Com- 
mission today, declaréd that. the decision 
of thie. United States Supreme Court in 
the: Danbury ‘Hatters’. case was linsound 
fromthe standpoint of ‘sociology. Mr. 
Gregory was asked to testify on labor 
in ts relations. to the law.’ A list. of 
questions was furnished him by the com- 
mission in advance as an outline for his 
discussion’ of the subjects embraced ‘in 
thé.8eope of the hearing: ’ 

Mr. “Gregory sketched rapidly the 
rights that belong to-the laboring man fn 
common with all citizens of the Republic, 
and “cited the West: Virginia and the 
Moyer cases, which he regarded as sub- 
ject: to criticism because they were in 
vielation of constitutional rights. 

All the rights that safeguard the: life 
of. the individual, including that of trial 
by jury, free speech, and free press, he 
held to be vital. He quoted the famous 


Court in the Golden Circle cases, that 
‘King <Alfred’ was the greatest of all 
Kings. because he secured for his sub- 
jects the right of trial by. jury and of 
habeas corpus, and maintained those 
rights, although he had to hang forty- 
four Judges in one year in order to ac- 
complish this result. 

Reference was: made to the déclaration 
by “Judge Daniel Thew Wright of the 


Shorne Court of the District of Colum- 

bia, that a man could be enjoined against 
committing libel, and Mr. Gregory came 
to. the conclusion that it was bad law, 
and that the individual could not be de- 
prived of the right of free speech, al- 
though he must always be answerable 
for* what he said if an injury was done 
another. The right to a free press, he 
thought, was on more secure ground. be- 
cause of the pawer of the press which 
at times he admitted, was prone to go to 
lerigths that seem to be an abuse, rather 
than-a sane enjoyment of a right. Buc 
after.all, the witness.said, he was in- 
clined to agree with Jefferson that it 
was’ better to haye newspapers without 
government than to have Government 
without newspapers bécause of the great 
good _-they do in the protection of popular 
intelligence and liberty. 

*“Wrongs practiced at the expense of 
the -humble,’’ said Mr. Gregory, “are 

not-*so much noticed as those. which 
thé “rich and powerful may ‘suffer. One 
ofthe injuries often is excessive Dail. 

‘Tn all-these matters of right there 
is-ni6ét much, .in my Judgment, that can 
be done by legislation he Clayton act 
has~ afforded a remedy in many re- 
spects. As a rule, the Yattitude of. the 
courts . in - labor questions is largely a 
matter of the temperament of. the 
Judge, which is always an uncertain 
factor. It is to be admitted that Judges 
become prejudiced against labor. This 
is: due to the excesses that are some- 
times “committed in strikes, Such ¢x- 
cesses imputed to all labor men who 
n| £2 on strike prejudice all men, includ- 

ng. Judges. And Judges,. more than 
average men, are impressed by vio- 
Jence; and so become prejudiced against 
labor leaders. 

“The social. and legal aspect. of the 
céhsequences of a denial of these rights 
is-a serious one.

Latest Concessions to Avoid War 
Still Judged ‘Inadequate, It 
Is Said in‘ Rome.

PARIS, May 11.—Another ‘version of 
the territorial concessions Austria is said 
to have proposed to Ifaly has been 
printed by the Mattino of Naples. and 
telegrapheg to the Havas Agency by 
its Rome correspondent.» According to 
this report, Austria is willing to- cede 
part of the Province of Trent to Italy, 
together with a strip of territory in the 
region of the Isonzo. River, which 
empties into the Gulf of Trieste.

Neutralist Point of View. 
ON THE ITALIAN FRONTIER, May

In the present situa- 
tion Italy would’ not have, a sufficient 
mhotive to cast off her ancient allies if 
Austria would consent to cede to. her 
territory inhabited by Italians, espe- 
cially as such cession could be con- 
sidered a tardy compensation “for the 
irregular annexation of Bosnia and 
Herzegovina. These annexations by 
Austria-Hungary ‘should have brought 
Italy corresponding territorial age 
grandizement. 

“The greatest obstacle is Trieste, as 
bad saccord; om the remainder of the 
atiestion&. easily could be reached. Itt 
order to view this matter fairly, it 
must be borne in mind that Trieste is 
the only outlet ofthe central empires, 
Austria-Hungary and Germany, to the 
Adriatic. If Italy took Trieste by force 
she would be obliged constantly to de- 
fend this port against the pressure of 
the entire Austro-German world whose 
aim would be to find an: opening to 
the Southern sea.

SCHOOL LUNCH BENEFITS. 


Educational, Social, and Economic 
Purposes Fostered by Movement. 


School lunches have become..estab- 
lished in a large number of our cities, 
and a defense for their institution is 
now unnecessary. The maintenance 
of such a service is no longer -de- 
fended solely on the basis of the 
needs of the poorer classes, but is 
encouraged in. ways .to avert the 
criticism that the school lunch leads 
to pauperizing and to the neglect of 
maternal responsibility in the home. 
The benefits of a well-chosen warm 
lunch usually supplied at the cost of} 
the materials and service, have im- 
pressed both teachers and parents, so 
that even the well-to-do commend 
ahd approve this latest innovation in 
the routine of the school day. 

As a rule, the school lunch room 
provides better food than the street 
vender. In most places the foods 
are chosen by persons trained in the 
field of dietetics, and the variety of 
dietary articles offered at oné cent a 
portion is frequently quite impres- 
sive. It - includes oupe salads, 
sandwiches, . frlits, puddings, and 
other dishes. 

The New. York School Lunch Com- 
mittee, in ~ corpperation~’ with. -the 
Bureau of Welfare of School ‘Chil- | 
dren of the Association for Improv- 
ing’ the Condition of the Poor, for 
example, has. maintained a ‘service 
available to over 24;000 children in 
seventeen public schools situated. in 
districts in which the need of such 

service is pressing. The registration 
has run as high as 2,353. In addition 
to this noon warm lunch se vice, the 
committee has operated’a special 3- 
cent warm lunch of milk and crackers 
at 10 A. M,,! for anaemic, ungraded 
and crippled classes. It begins: to 
appear that. the school lunch move- 
ment has engendered certain features 
which promise to contribute to the 
general welfare ina direction almost 
as important as that of the proper 
nourishment of the body. 

Education and social possibilities, 
at’first unforeseen, are being brought 
to notice. The children of the well- 
to-do parents and the children of the 
poor have learned to sit quietly as 
one family to‘talk* pleasantly with’ 
each other, to eat their food properly;

The’ Pennsylvania_.Legisiature ‘has 
repealed the full. crew law of that 
State and has sent to. the Governor a 
bill providing. that the.Public Service 
Commission‘ shall oversee the manning 
of trains. That* is’ better than was 
done _by the New York ‘Legislature, 
which rejected amid cheers the pro- 
posal to give the Commission control 
over the matter without repealing ‘the 
law regulating it. That was a mere 
juggle, pleasing nobody, and perhaps it 
was as well’ that-it failed. In Penn- 
sylvania the -battle is not even yet 
won, as it is said that the Governor's 
signature is doubtful. - The effort to 
make the railways profitable is mak- 
ing ._poor progregs in several other 
States.. Everywhere there is more 
sympathy for the’ poor workingman 

than for the rich railways. 

That is singular, because nobody has 
done more for the workingman than 
the railways. Not only are railway 
wages high, but conditions of employ- 
ment have been much improved..

The magnitude of’ the financial 
problems of ‘this war is constantly | 
emphasized. It is the.quality ‘of the 
transactions which concerns the world 
most, and America. most of all. The 
passage from millions to billions is 
miatter of detail, and. more than that 
has happetied. -: Take,: for*i example, 
the budget speech of the French Min- 
ister of Finance, published, on Satur- 
day. M. Rrisot said that Europe was
